in Ms vouth. It wonldi not do to wait 
ontfl the heathen hed gVQWB vpiaiff 
noraooe and sin. 

"D«y onto day and ni^t nnto nifht," 
said the sptoker, ^tha work should go 
on. Ood'am<x>lh«uM>veoatiao;it ia eon- 
tfanoea.* ThaaoaakeroteiaMdtlMitairrn 
tha heathen Miaxm oopld ha taoeght 
t^p in tha i^ith, and that whao tScy 
flaw to mtoritir thay woold aatablish 
bomaa and tonna a dTiMaed and CSuos- 
tfanatata. Ua raoonntad tha hardshifM 
and dangara Oat baaat tha Btiaaionaiy 
waak in Afrka, and said tha woiic ^ 
manded omb and women of heroic faith 
and ooora^. Scnne of the women m»- 
aionariea, and especially the MisMe 
White, he commended heartily for their 
seal in facing the dangers in the Dark 
Cantinent. 

Bishop Taylor then spoke of the ne- 
cessity of purchasing or niileaiiiiiiu tha 
young African girls befora thay conld 
ba gotten away from their parents. The 
girb are marketaUa and tiia parents 
will not let lue mianonatiea have them 
to educate without iirat receivit^ the 
market price for them. He said it was 
useless to try to Christianize the yoabg 
men without Christianizing the young 
women. He told of one instance where 
a naked heathen African carried a child 
nearly 3(»0 miles to keep her ont of the 
handw of the tilave merchants. He then 
gave a list of the membership of the 
missions and Sunday schools in Africa. 
He yaid there are over 3,000 church 
members, tiurty-i ight Sunday schoob, 
over 3U0 teachers aud ^,700 Sunday 
school f^cholars belonging to the Meth- 
dists in Africa. 

In conclusion, BWiop, Tavlov 
seuted a little four-year-old girl he aad 
brought with him and said that the 
niissions of Africa nee<leJ the prayers 
and tl»e help of the MotliodiBta of 
America. "The work is suoceeding. 
God is leatling, and we are projiared to 
follow," were the closing words, aud 
they were heartily apiirovod.

Addreeaea were delivered by 
Rev. Dr. Dartlett, Rev. ,1. C. M( Cnl- 
lagb, snjH'rintendent of iiitssions iu the 
south. an<l W. L. De (iroff, BUperintaad* 
ent of the Kocky mountain district. 

During the past sixty -eight years the 
sodetv has organized 89,400 Sunday 
schools, and gathered in 4,215,500 schol- 
ars and teachers, it has also circulated 
18,500.000 worth of religious literatara. 

Ihe report read of last year's work 
shows the following intere-stiug resnltac 
One thonsaml six hundred and sixty- 
four Sunday lichools were organized in 
jjhw.es that were previously altogether 
dentitute of religious privileges, contain- 
ing 7,'.)1M teachers and adiolars. 
Aid wa-s given to 2, 11*7 otlier schools 
with 14,302 teachers aud lS5ji99 schol- 
ars: while in addition to tha, 4,iM 
schools that had bMB^JxfOKJ 
were aided with 
299,306 scholara. 

Beside* all this direct Snndajr school 
work the missionaries of the society Re- 
tributed by sale and gift 8,45H Biblea 
and 9,116 Te:;taments. They made 56,- 
582 visits to families for religious con- 
versatico and prayer, and dt livered 13,- 
474 sermonaaiMl addresse s. 

Six thousand six hundred and seventy- 
eight conversions were reported as the 
result of the evangelistic servi<'es held 
by these earnest and fiuthfwl men. and 
216 churches have been developed from 
the Sunday P"h(^>ls established by them, 
while regular ^^reaching ser>iceB have 
been eecured in many other places as an 
otftgrowth of this Sunday school work. 

Rev. B. W. Chidlaw, D. D., aged 
eighty-one, made an addrees, and upon 
the platform waa tte venerable ur.

Wash Frnlt Before iSating It. 

Till' fulliiv. iiijj; curious instance is re- 
ported by M. .Sclmirer of the easo with 
which consumption germs may be dis- 
seminated. While at work one day in 
the laboratory of Weichselbaimi, he 
sent for some grapes ipeat. The fmit 
had In i ii kept for some time in a basket 
outside tile hivatory and was covered 
with diiot, so that tlie water in which it 
was waslicd was black. On examining 
it he reflected that, inasmuch as the 
neighboffng street was traversed by con- 
stmi'ptive patients going to theelinio, 
the dust probably was charged with 
tulx'rclo biwilli. To settle this, M. 
Hchnirer iiijtcted into three (guinea pigs 
ten cubic centimeters of water in which 
the grapes had been washed. One ani- 
mal died in two days from peritonitis, 
the two others died on the forty-eighth 
and fifty-eighth dajrs, reapeetiTely, pre- 
Bentiti^,' marked tuberculous lesions, 
eHjH cially at the place of injection. 

The water in which the grajwH liad 
been washed wiis taken from the faucet, 
and the glass containing it had been 
sterilixad; neither tbe boy who had 
booght tiia grapes, nor the merchant 
who had sold them, was consnmptiye. 
The cause of the infection was, beyond 
doubt, tlie dust on the grapi's. This ex- 
periment illustrates the danger arising 
from the dissemination of desiccated 
tabercqlooi spnta in tha air.— 'Hatt'a 
Jonnaal of Health.

Some Interesting Figures Oleansd 
From a Statamaat of Auditor 
of PnbUe Aeeotrnta. 



The Auditor oi Public Accounts has 
oompletad the woik of tabulating the 

county asscBsmentfl and calculating and 
extending the result of the proceedings 
of tha Stala Boavd ci Equalisation for 

this year. As the rat« of State taxation 
has not been passed upon by the Legis- 
lature, the certificates will not be sent 
out to the 8heri£Bi thronghout tbe Com- 
monwealth until the rate is settled. 

This tabulated statement of the Auditor 
shows that the total assessed valuations 
of th» Tarioos oottntlfla amoontad to 
$544,708,996, as returned by the Assessors. 
But the Board of £quaiiiation noade some 
changa In this. From an sssssssdTalna- 
tion of S32fi,154,446 on land, and person- 
alty subject to equalization, the Board 
fixed an equalized valuation of $335,342,- 
930, or an increase of $9,188,484, while the 
assessed valuation of town lots of $162,- 
659,958 was reducnl to $161,814,025, or a 
reduction of $1,145,933. The net in- 
crease in the State on all property of $8,- 
042,551 added to $544,708,996, th(> as 
scssed valuation, makes $662,751,547, the 
total equalised yaluation upon which the 
State will collect taxes for 1802. This is 
an increase of $10,405,615 oyer the equal- 
ised valuation of 1891. 

Mason County ranks sixth in the State 
in total valuation as reported by the As- 
sessors. Jefferson comes first, with $112,- 
8.119.11 ; Kenton second, with ?'.'!>,- 
:502,14!); Fayette third, with $20,008,160; 
Campbell fourth, with $14,627,128; Bour- 
l>on liftli, with sll, 495,605, and Mason 
sixth, with >'.t,41 l.!i:;5. Following is the 
total assessed valuation of the surround- 
ing counties: Bracken, $2,811,735; Rob- 
ertson, $5)28,177; Fleming, ?5,lti6,48() ;
